DIXON HOSE COMPANY-A HISTOR ICAL 
SK ETC H 


There is very little known by the aver 


age citizen of Dixon concerning the con 


dition of the Hose and 11»vok A Ladder 
companies; their pest and present. 
W t 


believe a sketch would interest our read­ 


ers. Considerable of the following mat 
ter was obtained from a pamphlet com 
piled and printed in T iik T k i. k o ra p ii of 
fire in 11*4 by Charlie Atkirs, ft ho now 


resides at Sterling 
Mr. Atkins took an 


active interest in the Hose company for 
many years. 
Other data we 
procure 


from our efficient flremarshsb Andrew J. 
Graff. wlio has filled the position since 
1887. 
Dixon Hose Company No. 1 was organ 
ized January 34, 1870. 
Up to that turn 
there had been no organization of any 
bind for fire protection. 
The year pre 
vious the Water-power Company had put 
in a rotary pump of a rated capacity «»I 
twelve hundred gallons per m'mite, about 
double the 
capacity of any first class 
steam lire engine 
Tlds pump, togcthei 
with six hundred feet of hose was or gi- 
naMy intended only for the use of the 
manufacturing 
establishments 
at the 
W ater-power. 
To 11. 8. Dey belongs the credit of 
starting the fire dedsrtmcnt in this city 
Mr. Dey canvassed the city, and after suf 
ficicnt names were subscribed, u meeting 
was called at the City Clerk s ofiice, R . 
O. lla 'l in the chair, who stated the ob 
ject of the meeting. 
An election was 
goBe into and H 
B. Dey was chosen 
foreman; B. A. Hutton, First Assistant. 
Palmer Atkins, Secretary, end K S. Beck 
er, Treasurer. 
After adopt big a set of 
by-laws to govern the Company, each 
member paid one dollar membership fee, 
and agreed upon ten cents a month dues 
thereafter. 
About this time the city took 
charge of the pump and bought one thous 
and feet of hose and one hose reel. Bhort 
ly after another reel was pure bused. 
In 
the winter of 1871-2 main- were laid from 
the pump to the corner of Main and Gu 
lena streets, and afterwards were extend­ 
ed to the corner of Second and Hennepin 
streets, so that water was forced to a dis­ 
tance of 37K) feet from the pump. 
In 
187fi the city purchased a piston pump of 
I*. B Perkins, of a capacity of sixteen 
hundred gallons per minute, but owing 
to the small mains, it could not be work 
ed to its full capacity. 
Both pumps were 
used by the department and attached to 
four water wheels with an aggregate o! 
three hundred and twenty hors»* power. 
The whole expense of the department t< 
the city, including the Hook A Ludder 
Company, which w as -tailed one week 
after the Hose Company, was estimated 
by the City Clerk to be nb< ut fis ts ) 
On Ju ly ¡18, 18*3, the City of Dixon 
contracted with A 11 McNeal to put ¡n a 
system of W ater works for the supply of 
Dixon, with pumps having a capaei / ot 
one and one quarter million gallons of 
water every twenty-four hours, with *ix 
and one hidf miles of ma'ng and sixty tiv« 
double nozzle non freezing hydrants. 
In 
case of a tire, and after being notified 
the engineer was required to cause a suf 
ficient pressure on the mains to throw 
four streams of water through two hun 
dred feet of iw»» au«l one half inch ho-» 
with one and out-quarter inch nozzle U* 
the roof of the highest bu lding in the 
city until the fire is extinguished. 


M eetings of the company were held ii 


the Court House fo ra short tiuu when 


the had over A. H, TilUon's store win 
rented by the city but the expcn-e of tit 
ting up the rooms was met by the mem 
bers. The present two story tire Lull wa 
b u ilt in 1871 and is now used by both 
com panies, the upper Tory as meeting 
rooms, the lower for apparatus 


T h e Company has puitl ull its running 


expenses since its organisation with the 
exception of light* and fuel, and has from 


tim e to time, added new attractions to 


the hall until it has been mad» oue of 
most attractive meeting rooms in the city, 


where city visitors arc most respectfully 
and cordially invited. 
The great» at loss sustained by fire »lur 
mg the organization of this company was 
at the burning of the mills on the Water 
power April 8, 1880, as shown by tin 
records, and of which is given a brief 
summary 
Fire alarm sounded 1 ;J0 a m.. giving 
general alarm to all the firemen anil citi 
zens on account of tin* continued ling 
iug anil the great reflection of light 
The origin »>f the fire was located 
some in W . P. Thompson's flouring mill 
tlmse persons claiming to have noticed tin 
fire at tin* start (living on the north «id» 
of the river) are positive of being able to 
locate it in that mill, while others who 
first saw it when under full headway 
claimed that B. C. Kells’flax and bagging 
factory was nearly consumed before any 
fire could tie found in any other building 
The cause of the fire is therefore un 
known, but supposed Ly many t«» have 
been by spontaneous combustion. 
Both 
pumps were in excellent condition and 
worked as well us could be wished, and 
until the fire w as driven l‘r»»m the Max mill 
into Thompson's flouring mill, by a strong 
north-west wind the firemen were contl 
dent of getting it under control. 
Even 
then, when it was impossible to save the 
Thompson mill, some of the firemen 
elimbeu on the roof <»v»*r Becker A Under 
wood’s office, hoping at least to save soim 
of the property. 
Depending partly on a 
heavy partition wall between Thompson h 
and Becker & Underwood's, and not think 
ing of tL< possibility of a »iust explosion 
which occurred, throwing the firemen 
from the roof before a blast »»f blaze, dust 
and burning flour 
Those most seriously 
injured were promptly cared for, wbih 
those who were left and not too badly 
scared, still continued to fight the Are and 
try to coniine it to the north side of the 
street 
About this time the houses con 
taining tL# pumps were discovered to b< 
on fire and soon drove the engineers from 
their post.
